1, Reference ie sade to ytrur request of &_gqfrgtt&ry 1952, File Ho, 
A6-421-949 Inv. JFG, for derogatory information on Subject end to our* 
interim report SO IB-50140 of 5 March 195? re Hicolae MAIAXA* 

2* With specific reference to our interim report of 5 March 1952 
the expression "conclusive evidence* wna used mistakenly to describe . 
reports In cur possession which do not constitute legal evidence but 
from which certain conclusions could be drawn with regard to HMJUA’e 
character and background, 

3, The following paragraphs set forth certain data In our files 
and bring out pertinent points contained In documents purporting to be 
copies end certified translations of 52 official Rumanian and other 
records relating to HA LAXA. These documents wore made available to this 
Agency In November 1949 by Oscar COIC/IRE, who described hinsdf ss repre- 
senting MALAXA* The documents also contain four notarised Items over 
KALAXA'b signature giving M&LAXA's explanation of various of his past 
activities and transactions and referring to the transmittal of the doci>- 
aents delivered by COLCAIRE. The considerable task of selecting end col- 
lecting these numerous documents (some of them apparently cl assi fi ed) 
trvEi various Rumanian Government offices, haring them translated (in 
full or In selected extracts) into English and having then certified 
as being true copies and/or accurate translations, appears ffcoo the 
dates of certification to have been done nearly six years ago, very 
shortly before MALAXA departed from Rumania on an offici al Bd salon for 
the Romanian Connuniet Government on 17 June 1946# Copies of certain 
items from this file ere attached hereto for ready reference* In addi- 
tion, certain other pertinent information, including historical facts 
and -statements by sources considered to be reliable, is incorporated 
below* 
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4. With reference to allegations that MtLAXA collaborated with the 
Germans before and during World War II, a usually reliable source advises 
that, in a letter dated 19 March 1952, Dr. H. KUJGKIST, former Goman 
Cottaercial Attache to Rumania from 1936 to 1944, wrote: 

•Economic collaboration with Germany was very useful to MALAIA 
and MALAIA used hie considerable influence at the Royal Court 
in promoting end Intensifying such collaboration. 0 

In the same letter Dr. KL0GKJ5T quotes a statemen t wh ich E3UGEIST aaid 
he received "from former Minis terialr^tdiri gent RECKHAKDT, who mode fre- 
quent tripe to Rumania for economic purposes during the fed regime.* 
According to KUJSKIST, REINHARDT said: 

•It is news to me that MALAIA should have been an opponent of 
Gcrman-Rumanian collaboration in the 1938-1940 period. I re- 
main tinder the strong i mp ression that, at that time, he sought 
of his own free will, collaboration with G e rm any industry.* 

Similar written statements were made by Dr. Vilhelm FABRIC IDS, German 
Minister to Rumania before end during the AKT08ESCU G overn ment, and by 
Balmuth WOHLTHAT, chief German negotiator of the 1939 Geramn-Jhasanian 
economic agreem ent . Originals of the letters refer r e d to ebove ere on 
file in this agency. 

5. In connection with allegations that MALAIA was pro-feet and con- 
nected with the ftasnian “Iron Guard" organisation, the following points 
may be of Intere st. On 21 January 1941 tha "Iron Guard", described by 
Henry t. ROBERTS In Rgmenlci Political firoblqgi of aq Agrarian State as 

"o copy of Italian fascism and German national socialise", rebelled against 
the gov ernm ent of General Ion ARTONESCU. According to Mb ferdnea 
grrocstleir (On the Edge of the Abyss) , published as an official r e po r t 
of the rebellion by the Rumanian Council of Mini* tors in 1942, the *Ircn 
Guard* blamed the ANTOHESCU Government for not following the fed line* 
closely enough end for not contributing enough to the war effort against 
the Alllee. The booh further states that the rebellion was a culmination 
of Iron Guard leader Boris SIMA'a struggle to overthrow AHTOSESGU. 

6. During this revolt "Iron Guardiste" used MALAIA 1 e hens aa a 
etroogpolnt in the fighting. In describing gove r nme n t countermeasure* , 
f&MKtdn— Praoactlol etc tool 

•On the same afternoon the following places were occupied « * 
police headquarters, Sigurenta Generals, Iron Quad heed- 
quarters located at Alcoa Ynlpacha, Casa Malaxa, and the 
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majority of resistance canters of the rebels in the capital 
and provinces*" 

7* After the short-lived revolt SIMA and his important followers 
escaped end were given a haven in Geroany* In Gsrde de Fer. by Stephan 
FALAHGITA, it is stated thet SIMA arrived in Berlin via Bulgaria on 9 
April 1941* In September 1944* Signed lately after Rumania Joined the 
Allied farces, SIMA was made bead of the German-aponsored Rumanian Govern- 
ment in cdls In Vienne* 

8. Following the suppression of the revolt, Hicolse MALAXA was ar- 
rested end imprisoned (23 January 1941)* A Hew York Times article dated 
29 January 1941* stated, “The Romanian Government pot Mr* MALAXA, wealthy 
guniticps manufacturer, on trial today on (Merges that he financed tanks, 
arson | and ignitions that the Iron Guard used in its revolt last week*" 
(Attachment A) 

9* A copy of a document in English purporting to be a translation 
ffetn the Rumanian Official Gazette of 5 April 1941 indicates that, as of 
3 April 1941* co the basis of the lav "for the repressing of Acte perilous 
for tbs existence end interests of the State, the Minister of H me Affairs 
la authorised to fix a forced domicile for Engineer N, MALAXA*" (Attache 
moat B, certified 8 Key 1946)* Accordingly, after being Imprisoned since 
23 January 1941, MALAXA was released on 3 April and placed under house 
arrest, which continued until 9 September 1941* 

10* Subsequently, according to items submitted by CCLCAIHR which 
p ur po r t to be certified translations of certificates issued on 25 Septem- 
ber 1944 by the Ministry of Hams Affaire end on 28 September 1944 by the 
Military Court of Justice and Cassation (after the fell of the ABTORESCO 
Government), It v us asserted that MALAXA Mid not participate In the 
legionary rebellion in January in 1941 nor has he ever had anything to 
do with the preparation preceding said rebellion •* Otoe of these docu- 
®ante limits itself to a statement of fact, whereas the other bases 
MALAXA's vindication upon an Investigation allegedly cede fa c e 23 Jan- 
unry 19a to 2 April 19a* (Attaohwmts C and D, certified 24 Hoy 1946) 

It will be noted that, at the conclusion / of ' the alleged Investigation, 
the Council of Ministers decision of 3 April 1941 placed MALAXA under 
"forced domicile" far "ecte perilous for the existence and interests of 
the State" end gave no indication that he had been absolved from respon- 
sibility for, or connection with, the Iron Guard uprising (see pars* 9)* 

: 11* In whet purports to be an English translation of extract* from 
Verdict Ho* 900 of June 14, 19a, given by the Military Tribunal of the 
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Military Canaand of Bucharest, it eppsars that one Ion KACOVEI end oaa 
Alexandra VODA were sentenced for violation of domicile an 22 January 
1941 because 

"the culprits knew thct they were not allowed to enter Mr. 

MAUHA , e residence without consent ; nevertheless they entered 
fully determined and by force, the house of tho ebore-siaaBfi 
claimant, berries ding the entrances." 

(Attachment E, certified 9 Hoy 1946)# Ko mention is made of the fact 
that the above verdict vaa in connection vith the Iron Guard rebellion 
(see para. 6 above). It is further noted that although only two man are 
charged vith "violation of domicile", according to the fey Tpe&- Tfc*gfi 
(see para. 8) , the taking of this g trc ngpolnt required "artillery boco- 
bardEmtrt® before the rebels capitulated. 

12, On 9 September 1941# according to copies of documents received 
from Mr. COLCAIRE, MAXAXA uss given full freedom (Attachment F, certified 
24 Kay 1946)# Concerning the question of the length of thee H&LAXA was 
in prison or under house arrest, it appears tram Attacbosnt* B end F end 
The Council of Ministers publication that his Imprisonment was Tlidtsd 

to 70 days, followed by a period of "forced doddle" of 159 d eye., between 
the date of his imprisonment cm 23 January 1941 end 9 September 1941 « 

13. 2h a copy of a document in English po p p a r ting to be s transla- 
tion from the Romanian Official Gazette of 19 February 1941 three of 
MAIAXA’e factories were confiscated an charges of profiteering which 
reached a figure as high as 1000$ (Attachment G, certified 9 Ifay 1946)* 
According to this document, the state could not permit the exttreprenour 
to "collect provoking benflts to the detriment of ;the State and of the _ 
vorbMn". There appears to be some confusion concern ing the question 

of whether MIMA was arrested for this charge. It will be noted that 
the d ecree confiscating the factories does not refer to the arrest of 
M&LAXA which took nines during the Iron Guard revolt. It will be further 
noted (see para. 9) that when he was released from prison cm 3 April 1941 
end placed under house arrest, the charge was far "activities perilous 
for the existence and interests of the State." 

14*. What purports to be a translation of an original document (on 
Rumanian Foreign Ministry stationery) from the Commission for the Control 
of Any Endowment Funds, dated 18 September 1944 states that* 

investigations concerning the contracts for artillery muni- 
tions, Barters and 60 na« Brandt munitions and U. E. Caterpillar®, 
contracts concluded by the State vith the N. MIMA factories in 
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tfre Interval from Septeadier 6th 1930 to September 6th 1940, - - 
said Investlg&tjLcns here been taken off the roll, as it has been 
established that by the concluding end execution of said contracts 
the State was not in any vay prejudiced." 

( -Attachment H, certified 24 Hay 1946)* Esoeut for arimsout oon tracts, 
no mention la made In this document of the charges of profiteering which 
were brought against XALAIA by the AHT0HE5CU Govwmnant as listed in 
Attachment 6, dated 19 bbbruary 1941* 

1$. On 9 October 1943, according to an English translation of whet 
p u r por ts to be an e xcerp t from Lav Ho* 669, the State Rogifer Ceos peny 
(which had been formed by the Rumanian Gov e rn m ent to operate the MALAXA 
companies) was liquidated and 

"the shares of the MALAXA Companies foreseen in the decree Ho# 

370 of February 19# 1941 together with their respective patri- 
monies fro© February 17# 1941, are nominated in the nans of the 
shareholders beginning the same date." 

A letter# published at the oeno time as the above and purporting to be 
tdgned by MAJJJA, renounced any indomiity from the State in this cosmse- 
tion# (Attachment I, certified 9 May 1946) • It would thus appear that 
}&LAXA t s ooqpenlee, expropriated in 1941 because of excess profits, were 
returned to Mm under the AHTCHESCU Go vernmen t while Rumania was still 
fighting at the aide of Germany against the Allies. 

16. With further reference to the question of MAULXA'a ownership 
of his companies during the latter pert of the AHTOSESCU regime (in the 
light of assertions that he did not regain possession of these p ro perties 
until 1945) a latter in French (with an English translation) purporting 
to be a copy of an original signed by MALAXA# Indicates that# on 10 June 
1944, Subject offered to the Standard Oil Coaptmy of Hew Je rsey "one . 
third of all my firn*s properties in Rouaanla . . . . The price of this 
participation, which my firm "offers to your firm# is $5 ,000,000 payable 
in ten years#" (Attachment J# dated 10 June 1944# not certified)# The 
date of the letter Indicates that it was written while AHTO0ESCU was 
still In power and while the Rumanians were fighting against the Allies# 

17# The AHTOHESCtJ Government was overthrown and Rng ff m la joined the 
Russian forces against Germany on 23 August 1944# On 2 January 1945 the 
Minister of Rational Ecooooy# LEUCTJTIA, informed MALAXA by letter that#, 
ca 29 Noreaber 1944, the Soviet Ccaolssion of the Allied Control Casiis- 
sion had notified the Rumanian G o v ernm ent of its decision to take over 
KAZAXA f e 14" rolling mill end tube plant as war indemnit y. According to 
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a document claimed to be a copy of the Romanian original (with en Knell eh 
translation) LECCUTIA further stated that he had appointed a c oral sa lon 
to pat a fair evaluation on the plant end that compensation to owners was 
. a separate problem and would be so considered, (Attachment K, dated 2 
January 1945, not certified). 



IS. An evaluation of $2,460,000 was placed cm the MALAXA plant and 
machinery taken es war indemnity in accord with the terms of the September 
1944 Armistice Co n v en tion, as shown by what is reported to be a copy of 
the original document. (Attachment 1, part 7) » The evaluation, dated 1 
March 1945 , makes no mention of reimbursement to former owners of any 
item listed. 




19. On 28 February 1945 tbe government of Prime Mini ster tficolae 
RADESCU, who had assumed his post on 6 December 1944, was overthrown by 



the VTSHINSKY-directed coup. 0n6 March 1945 the YIS1 1 IKSKY-imposed gov er n- 
mu t under Communist Prime Minister Petru GROZA assumed office. In writ- 



ing of t his gov ernment in Sneaking Frankly, farmer Secretary of State 
James F. BYRNES describes the manner in which that government waa installed 
by YLSH IKSEJ in March 1945, and labels it as completely CoBnunist^ooinBted. 
John CAMPBELL, Department of State Rumanian desk chief et the time, in

■At the end of February 1945, the communists in R u mani a 
provoked a political crisis which unseated the coalition 
government that included the main parties from conserva- 
tives to consuniata. Soviet Vice-Coraissar FI5 HUSKY, 
arriving on the scene from Moscow, gave King MICHAEL no 
alternative to the appointment of a coizBiunist— dominated 
go ver n ment headed ty Petru GROZA. The 'historic* parties, 
which hied c< neldereble popular support but looked to the 
Western Powers and distrusted Russia, were left out.* 

In a copy of, a notarized statement dated 18 March 1948 and signed by Hicolae 
cRADESCB and on file in this Agency, it was stated* 

■On the 28th of February 1945 as a result of en ultimatum 
presented to his Majesty King Micheal (sic) the X, by the 
Soviet Envoy A. Plshlnsky, I was obliged to resign, Vishinaky 
Imposing on tbe oountzy end King a pro-cojawraiste (sic) Govern- 
ment trader P. Gross.* 

20. MALAIA'e treatment by the Comrcmist— dominated Rumanian Govem- 
xoant is shown In Information presented In documents supplied by COLCAIHE 
showing official Rumanian Government action in authorising and wakfttg

21. In an English translation of whet is said to be cm extract from 
Official Gazette No. 94 of 13 April 1945# end an "integral pert of Lev Bo. 
282" (Attachment N, certified but not dated) , it is stated as follows in 
Article XI of the n Transactions*. "The Roumanian State acknowledges that 
N. MALAXA factories... are and remain the property of the N. MALAXA 
Co mpani es • ». D It was also decreed that, because of "misunderstandings" 
in the carrying oat of lav No, 669 of 1943, detailed condition*! for fully 
realizing the 1943 law were being presented. Article three of tha "trims- 
action" states that,

(a former dissident Liberal who voted in 1946 to unite his party to tbs 
Caumaniets and who became a member of the Oowa nmlp t ffcrty the sane year). 

22. On 15 September 1945 (according to whet purparts to be c signed 
copy of the original, with English translation), a letter was written by 
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the Rumanian Minister of Finance, Alexander ALEXARDRIHI, to the American 
Joint Distribution Caaanittee stating: 

: N "We take note of year proposition offered In your letter af 
‘ “ > July 27, 1945 1 and take pleasure In informing you that the 
" Boisaenlan Government has accepted this operation with the 
following modifications j 

"The Roumanian G o v e r nnsn t, through the Finance Department will 
place at your disposal, in Rouasnia, 250*000 Roumanian gold pieces, 
which comply with the terms of Law.

23* In a notarised statement over KALAXA'a signature. It Is old

Pespite numerous government laws, decrees and irfnistefrlcl actions ratify- 
ing agreements to pay HALAXA, he (MfLAXA) eta tee, In e document over hie 
signature submitted to this .Agency by C0LCAIR2, that this agreement n uss 
never retlfied es the representatives of the Communist party in the govern - 
ment were opposed to any payments being made to the companies." 

24« HALAXA's statement appeal's to be contradicted in paragraph 21 
above and in what purports to be a copy of the original (with an English 
translation) of Journal 722 of 7 June 1946, in which the governm ent spelled 
out means of s scrying foreign exchange for full payment of the $2,460,000 
due KALAXA. (Attachment P, dated 7 June 1946, not certified). Article 
two stated : 

•The foreign exchange needed for this payment shall be secured 
by the export of oil products, lumber, grain, vegetables or other 
f . domestic (indigenous) products, in their natural or trensfdrwed 
condition." 

The signatures of Communist Premier GROZA, GHEORCHIU-TEJ, Petre C0ESTAR- 
TUJESCU-IASI, Stefan VOITHC and Tudor IONESCO appear an the page as endorse- 
ments of the Journal. GROZA, GliEORtHIO-REJ and CONSTANT IHESCU-3AS I are 
all well-known leading Rumanian Cozmsiaiste . V0ITBC, at that time a left- 
wing Socialist f&nicter of Education, in 1947 proposed the unification 
of the Socialist and Cocacmlst parties. In 194 # , he became a member of 
the. Central Consul ttee of the Rumanian Cocmunist party. I0NBSCU, than 
Secretary of Mines and Petrol, in 1947 received from GROZA the Star 
of Rumania, First Class. A written opinion disagreeing with Journal 722 
V88 entered error what appears to be the signature of Minister without Part- 
, fol io M lhfll ROJfflCEANtJ, former Minister of Finance under RAEESCU. 

(ROMNICEANU was wounded by gunfire while speaking against the undemocratic 
1946 elections, arrested and, according to recent information, in still 
In prison). 

25* A farther effort of the government to provide financial reimburse- 
ment to Subject la indicated by S. Bertrand JACOBSON, former Assistant 
Director of the American Joint Distribution Cceaalttee in Rumania, who 
wrote in what la represented to be a copy (with English translation) of 
/a letter to MALAX/ on 11 April 1949* 

"As a result of the conversation I hsd here this morning with Mr. 

Runoan, I hsve the honor to inform you of the following facts. 
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*1, During a conference held in Bucsrest (sic) in June 
or July 1946, ftnH which I attended as official representative of 
the JOINT and of the HICS<, and at which were also present Mr. 

Henry Saraanu, Hr. Basil Stefans ecu, and Hr* R om u lu s Rancsn , 
acting as representatives of the Malaxa works, end Mr* Alc o m ndrln i, 
Minister of Finance of Raman Ip, , it was decided, as a result of the 
official decision of the Rumanian Government that Mr* Malaxa would 
be paid In lei By the Ministry of Finenoe as a compensation for 
the large Malaga rolling mill which was pert of the supplies de- 
livered to USSR under the terras of the Armistice. The Ministry of 
Finance authorised the Kalaoca Works to receive thesv? sums provided 
that their equivalent should be paid to Mr. Malania By the HICSM 
end the JOINT In U. S. dollars or Swiss francs in Rev lark ar in 
Zurich. This decision had been reached because the Ministry of 
Finance did not have at its disposal the necessary amount in U. S. 
dollars or Swiss francs in order to reimburse Mr. Malaxa as had 
been provi ded By the official decision. 

"In order to make the transfer possible, the Minister of 
Finance issued a •Journal of the Council of Ministers * which au- 
thorised this operation. 

*2. I moreover declare that, acting in tty capacity as offi- 
cial representative in Rumania of the JOIHT and of HICEM, I made 
this transfer arrangement on tay own initiative and responsibility, 
without special authorization of xsy central services end without 
instructions from private persons. 

■3. All following transfers which took place tinder this agree- 
ment were made by Mr# :fcnrl Soreasu, as representative of the Mala*# 
Works, on one hand, and by itself as official representative of 
JOINT end HICEM in Rumania, an the other band#

26. The arrangement described in Para. 25 above as having Boon made

ever, a notarised document, in the possession of this Office, dated 15 
September 1949, presented by Mr* COLCAIRE and bearing MALAXA'a signa- 
ture etc test 
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"A® the Joint Distribution Co mal t tee and Hies (sic) continued 
to have great need of lei in Eouasnie and as the Halaxa companlea 
received payment in lei ftron the Roumanian government, an arrange- 
ment was made, in the ebsence of Hr. Melaxa, by which the Hclnxa 
cooperies turned over lei to these organizations and received in 
return, foreign currency outside of Rcmmania • 3h this way*- 
everyone was satisfied ... Mr. Malaga use able to exchange a 
great portion of the lei he possessed for' foreign currency." 

27. It is known from the personal experience of U. S. official 
representatives In Bucharest that such transactions, without specific 
government approval such as was accorded to Mr. MALAXA, were illegal. 

28. Files of the International Conxaisoion of the Department 

of State would reflect whether any of the nuzasrous American citisexss 
whose -holdings were confiscated by the Russians or the Rtmnnian imm- 
inent since 1944 received treatment similar tb that accorded to MALAXA. *;• 

29* Information received from numerous usually reliable sources in- 
dicates that MAIAXA has provided since April 1948, end continues to pro- 
vide, financial support to General Nicola e RABESCU, who has recently 
sponsored Rumanian emigre organizations composed largely of Iron Gusrdiote.

Am Connell of Ministers, deliberating on a report of tbs Vice- 
Prsoier. Foreign Minister and Finance Minister ad Interim and of 
the Minister of Conwree and Industry, #lk46, of June 6, 1946. 

Beering in Kind the provisions of lav Ho. 282/945 published in the 
Official Ocsetts bearing #86, of April 1945 and the annexed 
c PB pr cmlso published in the Official Gasette bearing #94, of April 
24, 1945. 

Bering full regard for the interest of the Roumanian economy in 
bringing about industrial cooperation with American Industry. 

Decides as follows i 

Art. 1. - The B. Molaxa U. de T. fl. 0. SAH company agrees that 
the U* 6. (2 *460.000 1 effective and free of all present and future 
enctnbrancoB which the Rouaonlon Government has toward it in virtue 
of Law Bo. 282/945 published in Official Ga&ette #86, of April 13, 
1945, and of the attached compromise published in Official Gasette 
#94, of April 24, 1945, be paid in two years or less from the date 
of signing this gasette entry. 

Art. 2. - The foreign exchange needed for this payment shall be 
secured by the export of oil products, lumber, grain, vegetables 
or other domestic (indigenous) products, In their natural or tr&ns- 
forned condition. 

Tbs exports shall be made, either by the N. Molaxa U. de T. S. 0. 

BAR company, or by one or several companies to be designated by the 
State, K. Molaxa U. de T. S. 0. SAR. having the right to transfer 
the export rights granted to it by this gasette entry to any person 
whatsoever, as veil as the right to transfer the foreign exchange 
proceeds of these exports, without the needfor any approval or 
authorisation to this end. 

The Roumanian State shall issue the requisite export permits as 
distinct from and beyond the quotas decided upon by decisions of 
the Ministries, offices or any other organisations, for various 
products, until full payment of the $2,460,000 claim. 

Zf the Roumanian State v~re to have foreign exchange made available 
to it by the unfreezing of funds, loans or other exports, the 
Roumanian State shall pay off Its debt in the meantime, thereby 
releasing the Rational BarM from the obligations undertaken by it 
under Article 3, as follow. i 

Art. 3. - In order to mobilize the claim for the purpose of achieving 
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industrial cooperation with American indue try, the State shall 
take steps vith the Rational Bank of Bouaanla for the latter to 
Issue a letter whereby it obligates Itself to the creditor, or e 
foreign Bonk to be designated by the B. Malm IT. de f . &. 0. SIR 
co cpgn r, without eny reservation whatsoever, to pay to said H. Malaxa 
9. de x. B. 0. SAB coopany or to a foreign h*™*- to be designated 
by the creditor, at the end of two years, either the foil amount 
of the claim, or the unpaid balance on said claim, in effective 
dollars, free from any present or future encumbrances. 



The foreign exchange proceeds of the export shall be deposited 
with the designated Foreign Bank for the account of the B, Halcxe 
U. de T. S. 0. SAB. company, suns which shall be deducted from the 
obligation undertaken by the State and the Rational Bank. 

Art. V. - The Ministries of Finance and Commerce and Industry 
shall be responsible for Implementation of this gasette entry.
